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lanners reject lower 
ensity for northwest

The Upland Planning Commission 
last week stuck by its previous 
recommendation for the future 
residential density in the currently 
undeveloped northwest part of the 
city, reaffirming its view that a 
maximum of four homes an acre be 
permitted. 

The 5-2 vote — with 
Commissioners John Zinda and Al 
Canestro dissenting — runs counter 
to the city council’s decision Sept. 19 
that the maximum density for the 
494 developable acres should be 
three homes an acre. 

Planning Director Bill Young 
later explained that with the 
commission’s denial of the general 
plan amendment to lower the future 
density, a council member could 
pring the issue back before the 
council on appeal. 

The density of the northwest area 
is likely to be considered by the 
council at its Nov. 21 meeting. 

The northwest area encompasses 
814 acres, including San Antonio 
Wash and many citrus groves, which 
the owners have previously said are 
no longer profitable. 

The area is bounded by the 
proposed extension of the Foothill 
Freeway on the south, the boundary 
of San Bernardino and Los Angeles 
counties on the west, 24th Street on 
the north and an imaginary line 660 
feet east of Mountain Avenue on the 
east. 

Under the city’s new growth - 
management plan, the area has a 
relatively low priority for 
development because of its distance 
from existing housing for much of 
the acreage and the cost of 
extending public services to the 
northwest. 

Upland’s growth - management 
plan gives more points in its rating 
scheme to development contiguous 
to existing structures or filling in 
sections of the city already largely 
developed. 

The commission’s vote Oct. 27 
followed a presentation by Young, 
who cited figures from a planning 
department study showing that 
while an area may be designated for 
a maximum density of three or four 
units an acre, the actual density 
would be lower in each case. 

An average of housing units in six 
tracts zoned for three units an acre 
showed actual density at 2.35 homes 
an acre, while the average density 
for 10 tracts zoned for four units an 
acre was 3.21 units an acre. 

Young told the commission that a 
maximum density of three units an 
acre for the northwest would mean

that 31 percent of the city’s 
residential land would have a 
density of three units or less an 
acre, which he said ‘‘would 
imbalance the housing mix of the 
community and displace or reduce 
housing opportunities for a 
proportionately large number of the 
populace.” 

Robert Oyler, leader of Upland 
Citizens for Quality Living and 
representing residents near the 
area, asked, ‘‘Do people who need 
housing have the right to so impact a 
given area as to overwhelm 
services, utilities and primary 
health standards for both 
themselves and the people who 
resided in the area before them?” 

He contended residents and 
developers reached a consensus 
favoring a maximum of three units 
an acre at the June 6 council 
meeting. 

Doug Hone of Hone and 
Associates, Inc., said discussion 
should focus on the actual densities. 

“T don’t think that you can put 10 
cents down on the roulette wheel 
until you know where you are,” he 
said. 

He said that open - space 
greenbelts would be possible under a 
maximum density of four units an 
acre while the 15,000 - square - foot 
lots under a maximum density of 
three units per acre would lead to 
more conventional lot 
arrangements. 

By resolution, the Upland 
Chamber of Commerce has also 
supported the four - unit density for 
the area, recommended by the 


planning commission Aug. 25. 


Commissioner Donald Brownell 
said the commission should aim at 
creating ‘‘balance,’’ which he 
defined as a ‘‘process that allows 
more than just a person who can 
afford a $120,000 or $130,000 home to 
live in north Upland.” 

He said there are homes in areas 
with a maximum density of four 
units an acre selling for more than 
$100,000. ‘‘I don’t think it’s 
substandard housing,’ he added. 

“T personally am not on the 
planning commission to see Upland 
develop into a city of aristocrats,” 
Brownell said. 

Zinda said, ‘“‘No matter what we 
put out there we’re excluding a 
tremendous number of people. 
There aren’t many young people 
today who can afford a $100,000 
home.”’ 

He added, ‘I feel there are other 
areas in our community that we 
should look at with the idea of young 
people moving into our 
community.” 

Canestro also supported a 
maximum density of three units an 
acre but suggested a ‘‘density 
bonus’’ permitting four units an 
acre for well - done residential 
planned unit developments (those 
featuring clustered homes and 
common open space) in the area. 

Chairman Frank Carpenter said 
the actual density figures prepared 
by the planning department should 
“carry some weight’’ when the 
council reviews the northwest area 
again.

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County planners delay tricommunhity subdivisions

In what is regarded as the first 
test of the growth policy the county 
board of supervisors adopted earlier 
this year, the county planning 
commission has delayed action on 13 
proposed subdivisions in Alta Loma 
and Cucamonga. 

The commission has been told the 
subdivision plans do not comply with 
the policy’s new standards for 
adequate classroom space, 
particularly at Alta Loma High 
School, and adequate sewage 
treatment capacity. 

The subdivisions would add as 
many as 600 new homes in Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga, the 
unincorporated communities that 
are in the county’s fastest growing 
area, 

The commission postponed action 
until at least Nov. 17, partly to 


acquire additional information and 
partly to await the outcome of the 
Nov. 8 election that will decide 
whether Alta Loma, Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda will incorporate as a 
single city. 

If a new city is formed in the tri- 
communities, the city council may 
adopt a different approach toward 
growth management. 

A short-term growth policy for the 
West End’s unincorporated areas 
was adopted by the county board of 
supervisors Aug. 1. The policy is 
intended to coordinate the timing of 
development with the availability of 
public utilities and other services. 

The policy followed a moratorium 
on the filing of new subdivision 
plans. That moratorium, which 
lasted more than seven months, was 
imposed primarily because of the 
lack of sewage treatment capacity. 


Under the policy, sewage 
treatment capacity is one of two 
critical public services that a 
regional agency must certify as 
adequate before an application for 
development can proceed. 

Because thousands of new homes 
have been connected to the regional 
sewer system within the past two 
years and regional plants in Ontario 
and Chino have been treating 
sewage loads beyond their 
capacities, the shortage of sewage 
treatment capacity has been the key 
factor to limiting further growth. 

The Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District, the regional agency 
responsible for sewage treatment, 
cannot guarantee whether 
additional capacity will be available 
within two years to serve the 
proposed subdivisions. 

Builders had hoped the county 


planning commission would proceed 
with the subdivisions anyway while 
awaiting the district’s efforts to 
expand sewage treatment capacity. 

Adequate classroom space is one 
of four primary public services the 
county planning department must 
consider under the county growth 
policy before development 
applications can be recommended 
for approval. 

Homes in the proposed 
subdivisions are expected to add 
students to already overcrowded 
Alta Loma High School, the county 
planning commission was told. 

Mike D. Dirksen, superintendent 
of the Chaffey Joint Union High 
School District, told the 
commissioners that a bond issue 
which would finance construction of 
a second high school was being 
considered for the March 7 ballot. 


Builders suggested that double 
sessions or a year-round schedule be 
instituted to relieve overcrowding 
and accommodate additional 
students at Alta Loma High School. 


But Dirksen said a committee was 
studying alternatives for Alta Loma 


High School. 

Under a regional growth plan 
adopted last spring, only 3,458 
building permits could be 
committed for construction of 
homes in the tri-communities — and 
all of the permits have been 
allocated. 


District plans skill tests 


Basic skills which Ontario- 
Montclair School District students 
must, by state law, be given help to 
master if they fail tests of those 
skills are scheduled to be specified 
by June 1. 

Dr. Robert Bell, assistant 
superintendent in charge of instruc- 
tion, said test failure will signal that 
a student must be given counseling 
and instructional help. 

The basic skills which state law 


requires the district to specify are in 
reading comprehension, writing and 
mathematics. : 

Starting next school year, basic 
skills’ tests must be given at least 
once in the fourth through sixth 
grades and once in the seventh and 
eighth grades. 

The required skills will be es- 
tablished by a soon to be formed 
Educational Standards Steering 
Committee.

Ayala views illegal alien problem 


Until more jobs are created in the 
Mexican economy, particularly in 
agriculture, the problem of illegal 
aliens entering the United States 
cannot be solved, state Sen. Ruben 
S. Ayala believes. 


One way to create some of those 
jobs is for more Mexican-grown 
vegetables and fruits to find their 
way into supplemental markets in 
California when deliveries from the 
state’s own farms are at their low 
points, Ayala, D-32nd District, said. 


Ayala and tour other state 
senators, including Senate 
President Pro Tem James R. Mills, 
went to Mexico last week to explore 
whether such an agricultural export 
program would work — and Ayala is 
convinced it can, though it will take 
time. 

“Although this proposal will not 
stop all illegal entries into 
California, it will certainly be a 
beginning in reversing this trend, 
and hopefully, the birth of a cure for 
the economic devastation the 


peoples of Mexico have suffered 
these many years,”’ Ayala declared. 

Ayala, chairman of the Senate 
Agriculture and Water Resources 
Committee, said he didn’t think 
legislation would be necessary to 
start an export program and that his 
role would be limited to encouraging 
the development of supplemental 
markets for Mexican produce in 
California. 

‘The old law of supply and 
demand applies here. I don’t think 
we can control the free enterprise 


Guards against dishonest land sellers 
Governor signs McVittie bill 


Two bills by 
Assemblyman Bill 
McVittie, including one 
which will help protect 
property buyers from 
dishonest land sellers, have 
been signed into law by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Both will take effect Jan. 1. 

One bill (AB 815) will 
require those who sell land 
to tell whether it has been 
divided in compliance with 
the state’s Subdivision Map 
Act. 

It will require 
subdivisions created by 
contracts of sale to be 
reviewed first by the 
planning departments of 
local governrr “ts. 

AS many as (000 illegal 


subdivisions ma, -ay “een 
created in Sant naru 7 
County alone .' ough 
contracts of sale. 

Many of these 


subdivisions lacked access 
te public roads and 
necessary utilities and have 
required expensive 
improvements before they 
could be developed or sold. 

As a result, McVittie 
said, those who purchase 
land in such subdivisions 
“‘have been taken for a 
ride.” 

Such buyers may have 
purchased the land with the 
intent of building a 
retirement or vacation 
home, only to find that it 
doesn’t comply with state 
law, he said. 

“This puts the buyer in 
the position of having to 
fork up more money to 


bring the tand into 
compliance. This 
legislation seeks to make 
sure this type of deception 
no longer occurs,’’ 
McVittie, D-65th Dist., said. 

Under a contract of sale, 
a buyer purchases a 
specified lot but does not 
receive the actual title to it 
until it is paid for. 

Many of the buyers 
discovered that the land 
they purchased was 
virtually worthless when 
they tried to record the title 
as a step toward 
development or resale. By 
then, they couldn’t do 
anything. 

The new law will require 
the seller to disclose in the 
contract of sale whether the 
land has been divided in 
compliance with state law 
and whether local 
government officials have 
reviewed the subdivision. 

A buyer who is sold an 
illegal subdivision will be 
able to recover from the 
seller all costs of bringing 
the land into compliance 
with state law, or the buyer 
can have the sale voided 
and recover damages. 


Sellers who violate the 
new law can be fined $1,000 
and jailed for up to six 
months. 


McVittie’s measure was 
supported by the county 
board of supervisors, the 
California Land Title 
Association and the 
California Realtors 
Association.

However, he added, careful 
coordination of produce deliveries 
would be required if farmers in both 
countries were to benefit and to 
avoid depressing markets in 
California with huge surpluses of 
vegetables and fruits. 

“During these preliminary 
discusssions, this proposal was 
endorsed only if imports of crops 
(from Mexico) would have no 
economic effect on California’s 
agricultural earnings,’’ he said. 

The California Department of 
Food and Agriculture is expected to 
furnish Mexican officials with crop 
information that will help Mexican 
farmers time their plantings and 
harvests for delivery of fruits and 
vegetables to California. 

The Mexican government hopes 
this will entice Mexican nationals to 
return home, or at the least, to 
encourage them to stay. 

Ayala, who visited Mexico City 
and farms and villages in four 


Mexican states, said, ‘‘We saw the 
best and we saw the worst.”’ 

After meeting with many farm 
workers, ‘‘I learned these people 
had no desire to enter the United 
States — they could not adapt to our 
customs or language and were 
unhappy to be away from their loved 
ones and their homeland,’’ Ayala 
said. 

“They all strongly stated that 
their wish was to remain on the 
farms of Mexico and earn enough to 
keep their families clothed, housed 
and fed.” 

In the late 1930s, the Mexican 
government broke up many large 
estates to provide 12-acre parcels 
for individual farmers in what was 
then considered a far-reaching land 
reform program. 

The government retained 
ownership of the land but allowed 
farmers to benefit from their crops, 
‘“‘much like our sharecropper 
system,’’ Ayala said. 

However, as the years passed, the 
12-acre parcels proved to be too 


:small to be farmed economically, 


especially after parcels were 
divided among the children of 
farmers. Since farming could not 
support families, many farmers 
were forced to seek work elsewhere 
— in the United States. 

“This problem was compound by 











the high illiteracy rate, lack of 
agricultural training and farm 
equipment, which created a rash of. «.. 
abandoned farms — or the acreage,~. 
was loaned to their neighbors to’ « 
farm,”’ Ayala said. 

Even private landowners, wlio had 
been allowed to keep up to 220 acres, 
were forced to yield all but 45 acres 
to the government, which continued *: 
to provide 12-acre parcels for’: 
individual farmers, Ayala said. ~ «"»" 

“This action ... has caused the.

_ High-control parole 
- needed to cut crime

Have you ever stopped to 
consider the role of a parole 
agent in protecting our 
communities? You might 
have naturally assumed 
that the duties of a parole 
_ agent include law enforce- 
ment of police - type work. 
Most Californians are sur- 
prised to find that parole 
agents don’t actively par- 
ticipate in the police work 
concerning the parolees un- 
der their authority. 


As the Department of 
Corrections has been ad- 
‘ministered, the job of a 
parole agent can best be 
: described as a caseworker. 
When a convict is released 
to parole, the parole agent 
is supposed to provide the 
convict with all sorts of 
social services, including 
personal and social counsel- 
ing, employment, and 
-Securing financial 
, assistance. 


These social services are 
Supposed to help 
-¥ehabilitate criminals and 
“protect our communities 
from the criminal acts of 
Tepeat offenders by having 
the parole agent find 


~ something better for the 


parolees to do than to com- 
mit crimes. 
Let’s not kid ourselves. 


“That philosophy reminds 
me of a misguided 
babysitter trying to stop lit- 
tle Johnny from breaking 
dishes. Everytime johnny 


- breaks a dish, she just tells 


him it’s wrong and to go 
play with his toys, and she 
then cleans up the mess. 
Only the mess we’re talking 
about with repeat offenders 
is somebody’s life and 
property. 

The first duty of parole 
agents should be to protect 
citizens from the cirminal 
acts of parolees. For the 
first time in a number of 
years, the Department of 
Corrections may actually 
allow parole agents to per- 
form this duty actively. A 
number of employees in the 
parole division have drafted 
a “high control’’ program. 

Under a high control 
program, a special unit of 
parole agents would in- 
vestigate the criminal ac- 
tivities of parolees. The 
program draft states that 
the difference between high 
- control unit operations and 
regular parole lies in the in- 
creased attention on a 
select group of parolees to 
prevent, control, detect, ap- 
prehand and presecute 
criminal behavior. Now 
that makes sense. 

A high - control unit 
would zerio in on prison 
gang affiliation, large - 
Scale drug involvement, sex 
offenses, and other serious 
crimes. The investigative 
work of a high - control 
parole agent would include 
interviewing people, collec- 
ting evidence, cnoducting 
surveillances, and making 
arrests.

‘Assistance in improving 
the overall economic en- 
vironment of deteriorating 
communities is also an im- 
portant part of the 
element,’’ Westphaln said. 
“It is crucial to reverse the 
trends of decline, along 
with meeting the current 
and future housing needs of 
these neighborhoods.”’ 


“The most important test 
of the element will be 
whether the strategies are 
carried out by local 
governments and the 
private sector in each com- 
munity,”’ he said. 


The element, as part of 
SCAG’s regional com- 
prehensive plan, will be up- 
dated every two years. 
Comprehensive plans are 
mandated by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for all 
agencies receiving federal 
assistance for comprehen- 
sive planning. 


Through SCAG, local 
elected officials work for 
Solutions to regional 
problems, such as transpor- 
tation, housing and air 
quality, which affect more 
than 10 million people who 
live in Southern California. 

SCAG’s members are the 
governments of Imperial, 
Los Angeles, Orange, 
Riverside, San Bernardino 
and Ventura counties and 
126 cities within those coun- 
ties.

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~ Hemorrhoids defined 


EDITOR'S NOTE:

Hemorrhoids (com 
monly called ‘‘piles’) are 
varicose veins occuring 
either in the lower part of 
the rectum (internal 
hemorrhoids) or where the 
rectum meets the external 


skin external 
hemorrhoids 
Thev are caused by 


certain weaknesses of the 
veins of which they are 


composed. Some physicians 
believe that a lack of fibre 
in the diet may be a cause of 
hemorrhoids 

They 


are not due to 
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occupation, sitting on cold 
surfaces, or constipation 
(although they are often 
asssociated with and may 
be aggravated by 
constipation). Hemorrhoids 
may first appear during 
pregnancy. 

The most common 
symptoms of hemorrhoids 
are protrusion from the 
rectum and bleeding 
Itching and pain are 
commonly associated with 
hemorrhoids; but there are 
other conditions which may 
also cause itching, pain, 
discharge and changes in 
bowe! regularity 

Hemorrhoids may or may 
not protrude The 
protrusion may occur first 
when one strains at the time 
of bowel movement. Then, 
as the hemorrhoids become 
larger, they protrude with 
any exertion or may 
actually stay outside the 
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rectum ail of the time. 

The blood from 
hemorrhoids is usually 
bright red and not mixed 
with the bowel movement. 
It may vary in amount from 
streaks on the toilet tissue 
to quantities sufficient to 
make the water in the toilet 
bowl red. Protracted 
bieeding may result in 
anemia 

The repeated passage of 
blood from the rectum, 
whatever its color or 
amount, may signify other 
abnormalities of the 
intestine, colon or rectum. 
Some of these conditions 
are serious and require 
medical attention. When 


there is bleeding from the 


rectum, see you doctor 
Sometimes blood will clot 
in a hemorrhoid. This is 
alled ‘‘thrombosed 
external hemorrhoid.’’ The 
doctor may have to let the 
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‘clots out, or they may 
absorb by themselves in a 
few days. 

Hemorrhoids may 
require no treatment at all 
or they may be controlled 
by keeping the stool soft, by 
not straining, and by 
careful anal hygiene. Some 
physicians inject a solution 
into the hemorrhoids to 
shrink them. This is an 
office procedure and may 
be effective in some cases. 

Surgery is the only 
treatment that will cure 
hemorrhoids. The operation 
is performed under 
anesthesia and usually 
requires a stay of a few 
days in the hospital. A small 
percentage of hemorrhoids 
will recur after 
hemorrhoidectomy. 

A wide variety of 
treatments for hemorrhoids 
are advertised. Many of 
these are not effective and 
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some may be dangerous. If 
such treatments are given 
by other than qualified 
physicians it is possible that 
more setious conditions — 
such as cancer — will not be 
recognized. 

Self-treatment with 
ointments or salves without 
examination is unwise since 
the symptoms for which 
they are used may not be 
due to hemorrhoids at all, 
and a more serious 
condition may be 
overlooked. Ointments and 
suppositories may relieve 
some symptoms associated 
with hemorrhoids, but self- 
treatment without a 
doctor’s examination may 
be hazardous. 


Sportsmen aid 


to conservation 


In the last 50 years, 
sportsmen have contributed 
over $5 billion to conserva- 
tion and have made possible 
the purchase and improve- 
ment of millions of acres of 
wildlife habitat. 
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Vitamins in large doses 
can cause injuries, death 


Vitamins in large doses 
can cause serious physical 
changes. Vitamins in even 
larger doses can be deadly. 
That warning was delivered 
to the 60th annual meeting 
of the American Dietetic 
Association by Dr. Alfred 
E. Harper of the University 
of Wisconsin. 

Harper, chairman of the 
university's Department of 
Nutritional Sciences and 
Biochemistry, went on to 
suggest that certain 
individuals with genetic 
problems can actually 
develop diseases from 
vitamins. For them, even 
normal amounts of 
vitamins can cause 
difficulty. 

Vitamins A and D drew 
special warning from 
Harper, who pointed out 
that both are fat - soluble 
nutrients that build up in 
the body when consumed in 
amounts greatly exceeding 
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the Recommended Dietary 
Allowances. (The RDA, 
developed by the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the 
National Research Council, 
National Academy of 
Sciences, are established 
with a margin of safety to 
allow for individual 
nutritional needs. ) 

“There is no evidence 
that healthy people derive 
any benefit from 
megadoses of vitamins,” 
Harper says. 

“With the exception of a 
small number of people, 
daily selections from the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s four food 
groups (milk, meat, 
vegetables and fruits, 
breads and cereals), 
provide sufficient essential 
nutrition.” 

He also dismissed the 
concept of megavitamin 
therapy for schizophrenia 
and the use of large doses of 
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vitamin as treatment for 
the common. cold. 
“Detailed and extensive 
experimental studies have 
shown no valid support for 
either hypothesis,’ Harper 
said. 

Debating Harper was Dr. 
Donald R. Davis, research 
scientist at the University 
of Texas Clayton 
Foundation Biochemical 
Institute. 


Davis cautioned against 
nutrition and health 
professionals neglecting 
promising leads in the field 
of vitamin and 
mega vitamin therapy. ‘“‘The 
story of nutrition and health 
is an extremely complex 
and certainly unfinished 
one,”’ he said. 


Davis argued that 
scientists do not yet know 
what might be the desirable 
nutrient intake for persons 
in ill health.

Kennel cough: an infection

If your dog suffers from 
bouts of harsh, dry, hacking 
cough, sometimes 
accompanied by a running 
nose and slight 
temperature, it probably is 
a victim of a respiratory 
tract infection commonly 
known as kennel cough. 

Also known as infectious 
tracheobronchitis, kennel 
cough is an inflammation of 
the trachea (windpipe) and 
the bronchial tubes 
(branches of the trachea 
leading into the lungs). The 
name ‘“‘kennel cough’ is 
derived from the fact that 
closely confined animals in 
kennels, dog shows, and 
obedience schools are 
frequently exposed to and 
become infected with 
kennel cough 

Infection by canine 
distemper and canine 
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parainfluenza viruses as 
well as certain bacteria, 
are thought to be primary 
causes cf the disease. 
Kennel cough is highly 
contagious, and can lead to 
development of more 
serious conditions. 

The dry harsh cough may 
last from several days to 
several weeks. In more 
serious cases, the affected 
dog will have obvious 
respiratory distress and 
nasal discharge aiong with 
the cough. Dogs vaccinated 


for distemper and 
parainfluenza usually 
experience less sever 


kennel cough infections 
Each time the dog coughs 
to clear mucus from its 
throat, the membranes. of 
the upper air passages are 
irritated. The irritation in 
turn triggers more 
coughing. In an animal not 
vaccinated against the 
major respiratory diseases, 
kennel cough can easily 


develop into pneumonia. 

There is no rapid cure for 
kennel cough, Treatment 
may require antibiotics, 
cough depressants, and 
sometimes bronchodilators 
and tranquilizers which can 
only be prescribed by a 
veterinarian. Even with 
proper treatment, kennel 
cough may continue for a 
period of two or three 
weeks following an 
incubation period of 5-10 
days. 

While your pet 
recovering, keep it isolated 
indoors in a well-ventilated 
area with only familiar 
faces around. Strangers or 
other sources of excitement 
could trigger a coughing 
seizure and cause further 
irritation. 

To avoid exposing your 
dog unnécessarily to 
infection, check out 
carefully any kennel where 
you wish to board your pet. 
Make sure it’s clean and

note whether the boarded 
dogs are clear-eyed, well- 
groomed and look well-fed 
Check for proper 
ventilation as weil as 
adequate temperature 
control. Boarding your dog 
in a kennel that is cold or 
drafty and damp will only 
increase its susceptibility to 
kennel cough 


One final work of advice: 
Since it is difficult to keep a 
healthy pet completely out 
of contact with other 
animals, make sure your 
dog is vaccinated against 
canine distemper and 
canine parainfluenza, two 
of the major diseases that 
result in kennel cough 


If you plan on sending 
your dog to a kennel or dog 
show, check with your 
veterinarian about the 
possibility of vaccination as 
a preventive against kennel 
cough

ART’s JB:

The Actors’ Repertory 
Theater (ART) production 
of “J.B.” is full of the 
ultimate questions of life: 
Why do people suffer? What 
is a person’s relationship to 
God? What is the meaning 
of life? What is God? 

And theater - goers who 
ponder such ultimate 
questions will find the 
drama a stimulating 
experience 

Set in traveling circus, 
suggested by an ornate 
calliope and enchanting 
drawings of clowns’ faces, 
the play ignores the light - 
hearted experiences of the 
circus and instead focuses 
on the human responses to 
war and tragedy. 

“J.B.” is the first “‘real” 
drama performed by ART, 
according to director 
Malcolm Atterbury Jr., who 
added that the play “‘is a 
special kind of drama — it’s 
not the kind of play you sit 
back and just watch.” 

Community response to 
“J.B.”’ will determine the 
content of ART’s produc- 
tions for the next two years, 
he said noting that public 
support is necessary to con- 
tinue presentations of ‘“‘ex- 
citing’ productions such as 
“ob 

As a play of the mind, the 
majority of the characters 
never develop any 
personalities. Ed 
Waterhouse of South 
Pasadena portrays J.B., the 
business executive who 
never comes to life even 
though the audience sees his 
successful business and 
happy family destroyed. 

Only Mr. Zuss and Mrs. 
Nickles, the circus vendors 
who take the parts of God 
and the Devil, seem to 
develop any depth in the 
play. 

Glenn David Calloway of 
Riverside as Mr. Zuss and 
David Roon of Altadena 
pour intensity into their 
competition for J.B., a 
modern representation of 
the Old Testament’s Job 
who continues to praise God 
even when faced with the 
destruction of his live. 

Calloway and Roon really 
identify with their bet on 
whether J.B. can be forced 
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to curse God. They actively 
root for their position and 
show understandable 
confusion when the voice of 
the real God sounds 
throughout the theater. 

One highlight of the play 
is provided by the intriguing 
masks Zuss and Nickles use 
when they are portraying 
tod and the Devil. 
Calloway created the 
ornate masks which reveal 
only the actors’ mouths 

Another highlight of the 
play is a pulsing red scene 
of fire and war when J.B 
loses his business as well as 
his remaining child. The 
nightmare quality of the 
scene is heightened by the 
presence of a chorus of by- 
standers who gossip about 
J.B.’s plight. Costuming, 
coordinated by Merrilee 
Drake of Pomona, is 
adequate throughout the 
play. Capes worn by Zuss 
and Nickles are 
particularly interesting, but 
the highlight is the 
appearance of J.B.’s family 
at Thanksgiving dinner. The 
perfection of the family is 
heightened by the girls’ red 
hair and green dresses as 
the children come on stage 
in stair-step order. 

One shortcoming of the 
production is the ragged 
ending of the first act. 
Following a tense scene the 
house lights come up to 
reveal the chorus of

gossipers still at the front of 
the stage. Their piece-meal 
departure mars the 
polished feeling of the play. 

Other criticisms have 
more to do with the play 
than the production itself. 
In spite of the fact that 
playwright Archibald 
Macleish received a 
Pulitzer Prize for ‘“‘J.B.,” 
the play seems more 
successful in idea than in 
practice. 

The use of three levels — 
circus venders acting a play 
about a man’s life — seems 
unnecessarily complex and 
the periodic appearance of 
the circus performers add 
only to the play’s feeling of 
unreality. Theater - goers 
who like to identify with the 
main characters or who like 
the feeling of real action in 
a play will be disappointed 
in J.B. because the 
characters and the action 
remain intellectual rather 
than coming alive on the 
stage. 


That lack of reality, of 
identification, is the play’s 
real shortcoming, but the 
intellectual questions of the 
meaning of life and the 
purpose of suffering may 
still be reason enough to 
attend ‘‘J.B.” 

J.B.’s family is played by 
Merrilee Drake, Kevin 
Carnihan, Michael Mills, 
Sarah Drew, Marilee 


Monks, and Amber 
Berkeley. 

Rion Garrison of Upland 
and Richard Barrett add 
some comic relief and 
sympathy to the play in 
their portrayal of the 
messengers who repeatedly 
bring bad news to J.B. 

The revolutionary, 
psychiatrist, and cleric who 
present three different 
explanations of suffering 
are portrayed by Michael 
Rayson, Suzanne Fergen of 
Upland, and Jim Gardner of 
La Verne.

Rainbow trout to be planted 


The California Department of Fish and Game will 
plant 50,000 subcatchable rainbow trout in Big Bear Lake 
early in November to determine if something ap- 
proaching a trophy trout fishery can be established in 
Southern California. 

Alan Pickard, DFG fishery biologist at Big Bear, said 
the experiment was decided upon as result of sampling 
early this spring that turned up a large number of rain- 
bows in the one-pound class 

“We are not sure the one-pounders we found in Big 
Bear this spring were from Fish and Game hatcheries, 
but there is a strong possibility they were,’ Pickard 
Said 

He explained that the DFG planted 230,460 catchable 
rainbows in the lake in 1976. These catchables averaged 
about a quarter pound each. Additional plants of 23,000 
pounds of one-pound trout were made by the Big Bear 
Park District 

We lean to the opinion that the fish recovered in the 
Spring were from the DFG hatcheries,’’ Pickard said. 
‘First, the park district had not started its yearly plants, 
and the one-pounders from the previous year should have 
been heavier.” 

Pickard said that he and fellow biologists planned to 
fin clip about 10,000 of the 50,000 trout so that next 
spring's sampling could give them some better idea of 
growth.

He explained that the trout would 
average seven to the pound and be about six or seven in- 
ches in length 


The number of anglers using Big Bear shows a sharp 
decline during the winter and early spring, and the lake 
is usually frozen for several weeks.

What’s cooking in the classroom? 

You might be amazed at the 
answer to that one. From 
‘kindergarten to the high school 
match class, all sorts of cooking 
projects are being used to 
demonstrate that newcomer in our 
midst, the metric system, and to 
acquaint students with good nutri- 
tion. 

Many clever, involved teachers 
have found that the current 
educational trends of ‘‘hands on”’ is 
even more meaningful when a pro- 
ject becomes ‘“‘fingers in,” as they 
and their students together explore 
a subject such as nutrition

»seghew ‘n’ tell days in which students 


are asked to bring in nutritious foods 
to 'share with the class. - 
The teachers sometimes suggest 
one group of foods such as fruits and 
vegetables. Asked to shop for foods, 
then find out how they grow and 
what their contribution to good 
health may be, can be very 
meaningful for many children. 
Some children are amazed to 
learn that carrots grow under the 
ground, that peas come ina pod, and 
that vitamins are found in foods as

A lively show ‘n’ tell session can 
logically, tastily, too, dissolve into a 
session called cook ‘n’ eat 

Even timid tasters will be coaxed 
into trying raw fruits and vegetables 
when they’re served with a dip 
made with peanut butter. No matter 
how limited the cooking facilities 
may be in a classroom, shredding 
carrots, squeezing oranges and mix- 
ing a dip should be possible. 

Measuring is basic math, shred- 
ding and squeezing are good for 
small muscle development. For ex- 
tra metric practice, the raw fruits 
and vegetables can also be 
measured and weighed using the 
metric system. 

Just as kitchen skills can become 
part of the classroom experience, 
so, too, can ‘‘3Rs’’ mix with 
nutritional learning.

Trees add height to patio and 
balcony plantings and lend interest 
to entry ways and courtyards. Local 
nurseries stock many varieties of 
trees suitable for small areas and 
container growing. Caring for the 
trees is simple. 

Your nurseryman can best advise 
you as to the correct size container 
and soil mix to use. Be sure the con- 
tainer has adequate drainage. 

Japanese Maples with their 
delicately cut lobed leaves are ex- 
cellent accents for semi-shaded en- 
try ways. The naturally graceful 
structures of the Japanese Maple 
and their slow growth habit makes 
them ideal for container growing. 
There are several named varieties 
to choose from each displaying 
different leaf shapes and foliage 
color. 


Plant tips 


Many annuals grow easily from 
seed. Plan to sow the following in 
the open ground: as border flowers, 
Baby - Blue - Eyes and Sweet 
Alyssum; as cut flowers and 
bedding color, Cosmos, Calendulas, 
annual Poppies, Bachelor Buttons, 
Baby’s Breath, Clarkia, Godetia, 
and Larspur. 


Ask your nurseryman for the 
proper spray control for aphids 
which will soon be opening their 1977 
season on your new Rose growth. 


The flowering Plum tree (Prunus 
blireiana) does well in sunny 
locations. The semi-double pink to 
rose blossoms which adorn the tree 
late winter or early spring are 
followed by colorful reddish purple 
foliage. The leaves in summer turn 
a greenish bronze. The branches are 
slender and long which give the tree 
a delicate habit. 

Many find it rewarding and a 
money-saver, as well, to plant their 
Christman tree variety in a tub to 
lend year-round beauty to the 
landscape. The tree is brought in- 
doors during the holidays each year. 
After the holidays, the tree is 
returned to the outdoors. Deodar 
Cedar with its silvery gray needles 
is a popular choice. The bright green 
foliage of dwarf White Spruce 
makes it an attractive specimen for 
the patio, too. 

Dwarf Citrus are always welcome 
on patio or balconies — zest up ice 
tea with freshly picked lemons. 
Snack on oranges and savor tangy 
limes in refreshing summer-time 
drinks. Delectable dw peaches 
and nectarines can also b@ grown in 
containers. 

The exotic Norfolk Island Pine, 
grown outdoors in mild climates, 
adds a formal look to courtyards and 
entries. Where grown as a house 
plant, it can be moved outdoors for 
the spring and summer months if 
given protection from direct sun and 
wind. 
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DWARF FIR — Trees make interesting patio and balcony plantings 
and lend interest to entry ways and courtyards. This dwarf fir tree 
adds a dignity to the plantings and the wall effect in the patio. There 
are many plants which lend themselves to this type of arrangement 
including a flowering plum, dwarf citrus and this exotic Norfolk 
Island pine. Don’t forget about the Japanese maples which are ex- 
cellent accents for semi-shaded entry ways. 








Beat the deadliest —

The greatest, most deadiy foe of 
growing plants indoors is the well 
known T.L.C. (tender loving care) 
that causes too much water to be 
lavished on plants. Niagaras of 
water! Waterfalls of water turning 
the soil in containers into muddy 
soup, rotting the root system from 
which all plant life stems 

How do you turn off this deadly 
tap? A soil mix that lets water run 
through it — and out of it — as 
quickly as possible. It’s important to 
use clay pots because clay pots 
come with holes in the bottom and 
they ‘‘breathe”’ and let oxygen reach 
the roots 

Still not enough precaution. So, we 
introduce the ultimate weapon 
against overwatering. We’re letting 
it all hang out . . . to make sure you 
aren't caught in this deadliest trap 
It is an attitude we're going to in- 
troduce. That simple or that subtle? 
It will go against your natural in- 
Stincts at first but . . 

You must understand wilt or 
withering. We prefer the term used 
in the trade: introversion. The look 
of turning inward (in a person, in a 
plant) is introversion. Beginning to 
clutch itself together! Leaves show- 
ing signs of shrivelling! You can see 
it. And it’s the secret. 

Seem awful to do this to a plant? 
Make it introvert? Awful to even 
think of! Absolutely! But it’s the 
route, the first key that unlocks en- 
tirely the important avenue to in- 


door success. And don’t worry “about 
abuse. We're only talking about the 
very beginning of such introversion 
— as seen by your keen eye. You 
look, you wait, and the first tiny. 
telltale signs are unmistakable. It 
is, if you know what you are looking 
for, what we carefully just des¢rib- 
ed.
